KILLED, HURT 


W hile there were 31 more acci­ 
dents on Adams County highways 
during 1956 than in 1955, the num ­ 
ber of deaths and injuries declined. 
A tabulation of the m onthly re­ 
ports of the local state police shows 
18 killed and 277 injured in 374 auto 
crashes on county highways during 
last year. T hat number compares 
to the 1955 totals of 25 killed and 
318 injured in 343 auto accidents. 
The county ended the year with 
an Increase in accidents, number 
h u rt and number killed during De­ 
cember. The state police recorded 
46 accidents last m onth in which 
two persons were killed, 44 were 
h u rt and property damage totalled 
$35,363 


More December Arrests 
Those figures compare to 37 ac­ 
cidents in which one person was 
killed and 31 hurt and property 
dam age totaled $24,510 diming De­ 
cember 1955. They also compare to 
39 accidents in which one person 
was killed, 23 hurt and property 
dam age totalled $17,680 during No­ 
vember. 
M otorists apparently were less In­ 
clined to lawful driving diming De­ 
cember. The report shows the of­ 
ficers. while making fewer patrols 
last m onth than during November, 
were on the highways more hours 
and made 21 
arrests for traffic 
violations. 
During 
December 
140 
persons were arrested for various 
infractions of the traffic rules. T hat 
num ber compares to 119 during No­ 
vember. During December the offi­ 
cers made 488 patrols and traveled 
28,185 miles. During November they 
m ade 505 patrols and traveled 25,300 
miles. 
T he report for December shows 
the officers spent 1,283 hours on 
station duty, 1,787 hours on traffic 
duty tan increase over the 1,612 
hours on traffic duty In November), 
26# hours on criminal Investigations 
and 104 hours on special assign­ 
ments.

Notices will be malled to approxi­ 
mately 1.000 persons during the next 
two weeks asking them w hether 
they wish to rem ain on the county's 
voting lists. 
The Adams County Commissioners 
a t their meeting this m orning, at 
the courthouse, sitting as the county 
election board, directed .the m ail­ 
ing of notices to all registered voters 
who have not cast a ballot in the 
last two years.
